The knowledge that young Dillon 


purchased a revolver the day prior 
to his father's murder, led detectives 
to pursue this course. 


Two discharged shells found be- 


tide the elder Dillon's body, were of 
the same calibre and manufacture as 
those alleged to have been purchased 
by Toddy In Lawrence, Kansas. 


Two surprlM witnesses were pro- 


cured today. State's Attorney Fred 
Joseph H. Orancolos and his wife 
wbo partially identified young Dillon 
aa having been a passenger 
from 


St Louts to Kansas City on the night 
the crime was committed.

and Peru, by deciding that a plebiscite 
•hall oe held. President Coolidge, 
chosen by the two countries as um- 
pire, has helped to heal a wound that 
has remained open since %the some- 
what grandiloquently named "AVar of 
the Pacific." 
That conflict, between 


Chile on one side, and Peru and Bo- 
livia on the other, closed In 1884 with 
Chile the victor. 


The Tacna pnd Arica question can 


perhaps best be understood, if It is 
taken as a rough American equivalent 
of Alsace-Lorraine, Italia Irredenta, 
and the Danzig corridor, all jumbled 
together.

Wars, treaties that are none too 
clear, indemnities, JlllbusTering expe- 
ditions, valuable mineral deposits, 
strong military positions, national 
aenalblllties and politics—these are

affect both the two-sided and three- 
aided aspects of the problem.

Sunset Is the 
time filed for transferring; the water 
from one section, to another, but In 
the valley, several hundred feet be- 
low the Inclosing hills, the Instant of 
sunset occurs earlier at the western 
rim them In. the other end of the val- 
ley. After the sun has set in the low- 
lands It continues for tome time to 
Illuminate the snowy slopes abo\e, 
which glow with ruby lijfht, then sud- 
denly turn miliry white and fade Into 
darkness.

To avoid controversy, the ancient 


Peruvians brought common sense to 
bear and agreed to consider it sunset 
at that moment when the sun ceased 
to Illuminate the snow-clad mountain 
peaks.

As to the origin of the nitrate de-

IS IT MANN? 


nnHE fact that this name Is derived 
•*• from the word man, as it -was u«d i 
to indicate a servant or retainer, ought j 
not to be. objectionable to those who ; 
bear the name. Knighf also first Indl-1 
catetl a servant or retainer and the '• 
goort old. surnames. Chamberlain and 
Stev.-art or Stuart were derived trota 
names indicating positions of serrlco. 
However, it has heen pointed out that 
Mann was an Anplo-Saxon personal 
name and the surname may have been 
taken from It. When man is found Is 
compound with other syllables It some- 
times Is used purely by tray of de- 
scription. Thus we hare Goodman 
and Youngman. 


Still another explanation Is given of j 


the name and undoubtedly this holds 
true in certain branches of the family. 
In this case the name has a local 
origin and is derived from Le Mans, j 
the capital of Sarthe In France. For j 
Instance William, who came from Le j 
Mans, might have been called Wlllliro 
{.e Mans which eventually would be- 
come William Mann. 


The Mann family was early estab- 


lished in this country. There was a 
William Mann who settled In Cam- 
bridge. Mass., and a prominent Vir- j 
ginla family of the name. Then there ; 
was a Middle-states family of the 
name descended from a German ances- 
tor of the name of Mann, whteh Is 
even more usual In Onnany than In 
England.
